LONDON, Feb. 17.—The statement 
yesterday which was, in effect, a 


repudiation of the statement made 
by Sir Esme Howard, the British 
Ambassador in Washington, that the 
two countries would soon resume dis- 
cussion of naval armaments has not 
had the desired effect of putting an 
end to the matter in England. On 
the contrary, various London news- 
papers wili carry tomorrow morning 
editorials far from complimentary to 
the Foreign Office and the Baldwin 
government. 

Furthermore, the government wil] 
tbe called on the carpet to answer 
questions in the Commons this week 
concerning the whole Howard inci- 
dent. 

Dominion Resentment Scented. 

It is reasonable to assume that Sir 
Austen Chamberlain in replying to 
these questions will repeat only sub- 
stantially what he said in the Com- 
mons on Feb. 6 and what yesterday’s 


communique contained. Both speech | 


and communique were that the gov- 
emment was seriously examining the 
whole matter of Anglo-American re- 
lations but had not yet reached any 


emclusions to make public. 
In the communique so much em- 


phasis was put on the fact that the 
Dominion Governments have to be 
consulted on any Anglo-American 
plan before it is divulged, that there 
8 some speculation as to whether 
fme Dominion Prime Minister did 
hot resent the fact that he had first 
karned what seemed to be the gov- 
emment’s plan from the newspaper 
interviews given by Ambassador 
Howard. 

If any such resentment exists in 
Canada, Australia, South Africa or 
elsewhere in the British Empire, the 
communiqué probably will modify it 
snd, furthermore, it is altogether 
likely that Sir Austen in his state- 
ment to the House of Commons this 
week will again cite as one of the 
factors of delay in negotiations with 
the United States the necessity of 
consulting all the Dominions for 
thelr approval of any plan which 
the Foreign Office might eventually 
fecide to to the United

PRESS IS SILENT ON BOTH 


Muscovite With Bright Idea for 
a World Guessing Contest Is 
Disillusioned by American.

MOSCCW, Feb. 17.—It is a remark- 
able phenomenon that the two topics 
principally interesting the more 
literate sections of the Moscow pub- 
lic today, the whereabouts of the dis- 
tinguished ex-comrade Trotsky and 
mysterious ‘‘immuration § affairs,’’ 
are treated by the Soviet press with | 
a silence as complete as though, 
neither had ever existed. | 
That is what it means to have 
newspapers whose purpose is to ele- 
vate and instruct their worthy pro- 
letarian readers rather than to enter- 
tain them. [As is generally known, 
the Soviet State, which owns and 
runs the said newspapers, gives not 
the tiniest hoot for unworthy unpro- 
letarian citizens.] 

It is presumed here that Trotsky’s 
existence is still a fact, although 
some of his adherents are inclined 
darkly to question even this, and it 
is a popular indoor sport in Moscow 
guessing where he is and why and 
for how long. Local champions of 
this game defend themselves against 
the charge of frivolity by saying 
that Berlin, London, New York, Riga 
and other illustrious cities have their 
own Trotsky-guessers, who would 
rate a ten-goal handicap in any Mcs- 
cow guessing bee. 

One of the American correspondents 
here, lamentably deprived of his left 
foot by a French train, was ap- 
proached by a prominent Moscow 
guesser with the suggestion that he

ernment and its administration. 

It is the opinion of the President 
that he can undertake such work 
without sacrificing the ignity at- 
tached to the position of an ex-Presi- 
dent, who, in his belief, should not 
capitalize his office. 


So Mr. Coolidge will begin early 
in his retirement the writing of 
articles on good government, and 


thus may not accept any of the of- 
fers to become connected with busi- 
ness enterprises. A business connec- 
tion, it is held, might involve con- 
tacts with the government, thus in- 
viting the possible use of his name 
and prestige in a manner which he 
could not countenance. 

There is no certainty at this time, 
however, that the President, after 
he has finished his writings, might 
not consent to become connected 
some concern that deals large-

'Home in Washington Not Unlikely. 


The President is reported to have 
that if he 


could head an organization that has 
intimate touch with the _ people, 
where his experience would be useful 
not only in promoting the organiza- 
tion itself, but also give him an op- 
portunity to serve the people as well, 
he might accept such a position.

George U Harvey, Borough Presi- 
dent of Queens, whose charge that a 
$200,000 bribe had been offered to 
him resulted in the joint indictment 
Wednesday of Frank H. Berg of Far 
Rockaway, former private detective, 


and Albert Levin of Kew Gardens, 
has furnished to District Attorney 
Newcombe additional evidence to 


substantiate his charges, it became 
known yesterday. 

The new evidence is said to consist 
of names, documents and other bribe 
offers. The investigators from the 
District Attorney's office, it is under- | 
stood, are checking up on the story 
told by Mr. Harvey that shortly after 
his election as Borough President one 
of his aides an offer of a 
belate $5,000 campaign contribution, 
with the understanding that $1,000.- 
000 in contracts would be awarded 
the donor's friends. The check was 
declined.

He 
nas expressed a determination, it 
was said, to get evidence sufficient | 
to indict and convict those with 
whom the alleged attempts at bribery 
originated. With this in view the de- 
tectives are checking very carefully 
all information they have obtained 
from Mr. Harvey and others who are 
to be witnesses for the State at the 
trial of Berg and Levin, which 1s 
scheduled to begin a week from next 
Monday.

Calmar Line Plans Express Service 
Coast to Coast.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—With 
the building of four large Diesel 
freighters for the coast-to-coast 
trade of the Calmar Line, the com- 
pany is planning to seek fast ex- 
press trade on an extensive scale. 

The building program is in line 
with the announcement made several 
months ago that $8,000,000 would be 
expended in building a string of 
modern warehouses along the Pacific 
Coast. 

The four new vessels, which will 
cost $2,750,000 each, can be completed 
within fourteen months, and the new 
ships will give the Calmar fleet a 
total of twelve vessels, enabling more 
frequent sailings.

Pope Pius Refrains From Taking | 
Fart, Awaiting Ratification

ROME, Feb. 17.—An Italian Prime 
Minister was applauded inside the 
Vatican today for the first time by 
an audience composed almost exclu 
sively of papal aristocracy, high 
Vatican officials and church digni- 
taries, when a movie film depicting 
yarious phrases of the signature of 
the Italo-Vatican Treaty of Concilia- 
tion was shown at a reception given 
by the Pope’s Noble Guard in cele- 
bration of the Pontiff’s coronation. 
Premier Mussolini’s appearance on 
the screen was greeted with loud 
cheers, signifying the measure of sat- 
isfaction felt in Vatican circles over 
the settlement of the long-standing 
quarrel with the Italian Government. 
It was the first time, also, that a 
movie had been publicly shown in- 
side the Vatican. The Pope, as is 
known, is not particularly fond of 
movies, and indeed confesses that he 
hes seen only one in his life. For 
this reason, or because Pope Pius 
desired not to make any move which 
might be interpreted as approval of 
the Italian Government until the 
Conciliation Treaty had been rati- 
fied, he did not attend the Noble 
Guard’s reception, though his pres- 
ence there had been confidently 
forecast. 

Considerable comment was caused 
in Vatican circles yesterday by the 
appearance inside the Vatican terri 
tory of a motor truck bearing the 
Italian royal arms and driven by a 
Fascist militiaman, two things 
which were seen for the first time 
in the Apostolic Palace grounds. The 
ruck containing the apparatus nec- 
essary for showing the film, belong-

Comment became even more gen- 
eral today when the papal audience 
ve free rein to its enthusiasm for 
emier Mussolini, warmly applaud- 
ing his every appearance on the 
screen. 


Te Deum Sung in Churches. 

RCME, Feb. 17 (?).—Today, the first 
Sunday in Lent, was observed with 
the shortened ritual of the mass in 
Rome’s 400 churches, and the clergy 
donned their sombre vestments of 
the penitential season. But the out- 
standing religious event of the day 
was a Te Deum, or hymn of thanks- 
giving, sung in St: Peter’s in com- 
memoration of the Pope’s entering | 
into the eighth year of his reign. 
The ceremony, following upon the}

William Childs and the Barber Pool 


N January 30, 1929, the Board of Directors of Childs Company, 

by vote of 6 to 2, removed William A. Barber as legal counsel 
and member of the Executive Committee of this Company. Following 
are the events that led up to this:

The Mukden authorities have defi- 
nitely decided to hold two areas out- | 
side of Manchuria proper—areas | 
which, if given over to Nationalist 
troops from the South would make 
Manchuria somewhat vulnerable.

Superfluity of Officers. 


Mukden professes to have carried 
out already disbandment on a large 
scale, and in substantiation points 
to the number of officers idle or now 
engaged in police work or similar ac- 
tivities. 

This number of officers released 
from regular army service is ac- 
counted for by the fact that when 
the Mukden forces retreated from 
Peking into Manchuria last June the 
whole organization was heavily over- ; 
staffed. A “regiment” in those days | 
would have only 350 or 400 men, but | 
would have officers sufficient for an 
organization 1,600 strong. 

It is true that Mukden has not in-| 
creased the number of its military | 
units.

Pennsylvania Levy to Be 4 Cents | 
for Half Year, Then 3 Cents.

Property Once Valued at a Million 
Goes for $150,500.

UNIONTOWN, Pa., Feb. 16.— 
Valued a few years ago at more than 
a million dollars, property of the 
Consolidated Connellsville Coke Com- 
pany was sold at trustee’s sale today 
for $150,500 to the Pennsylvania 
Company for insuring lives and 
granting annuities, with headquar- 
ters in Philadelphia.

SAYS HE HAS FOUND 
NEW ‘COSMIC FORCE 


Thomas Brown, Zanesville 
Youth, Tells of Developing It 
by Electric Current. 


NON-CONDUCTOR IS ‘MOVED’ | 





He Believes Tests Confirm Einstein 
Theory of Electricity-Gravi- 
tation Link.

ZANESVILLE, Ohio, Feb. 17:—Suc- 


actual demonstration is asserted by 
Thomas Townsend Brown of this 
city, a member of the American 
Physical Society. He says he has a 
“‘gravitator’’ that works and points 
to a basic patent by Great Britain. 

There are two ideas in his experi- 
ments, that power is inherent in nor- 
mally inert matter and that it is 
possible to release and use such 
power. It is asserted that his tests 
back Dr. Ejinstein’s theory that there 
is a definite relationship between 
the electric field and the gravita- 
tional field. 

Commercial applications of his de- 
velopment are alleged to be limited 
only by the fact that a power line 
must be tapped to provide the small 
amount of electrical energy desired 
to release his ‘‘cosmic’’ force. 

According to Brown his system, by 
making mass itself move by virtue of 
power within, eliminates power 
losses, due to heat and friction and 
holds enormous possibilities for com- 
mercial economies. 

His method is to surround or im- 
pregnate a_mass of non-conducting 
material with an electric-static condi- 





tion. This is done by applying a 
high voltage low-amperage current 
to opposite ends of material that 
does not transmit electric force. 
Brown suspends a block of insulat- 
ing material with accompanying elec- 
trodes to permit it to move as a 
pendulum. When the current is 
turned on, this unit moves endwise, 
it is stated, until its weight over- 
comes its own force, until the cur- 
rent is turned off or until it loses its 
“inherent power.’’ This last happens 
in thirty-five to eighty seconds. 
Brown’s system for overcoming this 
reported difficulty is to set up eight 


or ten units and surround each with | 


an electrical field. 

It is argued that this device would 
work much like the multiple cylin- 
ders in an automobile engine. 

With so-called ‘‘gravitational power 
cells’’ Brown says that the discharge 
of force carries the units in the di- 
rection of positive polarity in the 
electrostatic field. These cells con- 
sist of formite. When using paraffine 
as the mass, Brown says, the move- 


; ment of the mass varied in opposite 
|directions according to the voltage 


applied. 

This phenomenon, he holds, sup- 
ports his view that it was not the 
current that caused the movement, 
but that the movement was the 
result of a previously unknown 
force. : 

Brown’s first use of his system is 
to measure changes in the gravita- 
tional field caused by the motion of 
the earth and the relationship to 
the earth of the sun, moon and 


planets. By use of such measure- | 


ments, it is said that he is enabled 
to calculate tide movements and, 
conversely, is made aware of un- 


natural changes in the normal rela- | 


tionships of the gravitational field 
by reason of failure of the curves 
on his record charts to follow their 
normal courses. 

The greatest distortion in the grav- 
itational field, Brown says, comes 
when the sun or moon is in the line 
of horizontal action of his gravita- 
tional cells—that is, at the rising or 
setting of the sun or moon. The ex- 
ception to this is when sun and moon 
are opposite and therefore neutralize 
each other in part. The maximum 
distortion, Brown says, comes when 
sun and moon rise or set together.

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CRIME BOARD URGES 


INSTALMENT FINES 


Report Attacking Evils of the 
Local Jail Systems Cites 
Penalty on Poverty. 


WOULD AID MINOR CULPRIT 


Subcommittee Says Control by State 
and Probation Plans Would 
Reduce Lawbreaking. 


Offering many citations to show 


that the county and local jails of 
the United States are serious breed- 
ers of crime, a subcommittee of the 


National Crime Commission, in a re- 
port made public yesterday, suggests 
payment of fines on the instalment 
plan as one means of improving the 
situation. 

The innovation of deferred pay- 
ment of fines instead of jail sen- 
tences in misdemeanor cases is pro- 
posed on the ground that an un- 
necessarily large number of the pris- 
oners in these local institutions are 
committed for non-payment of fines, 
which is termed an unjust penalty 
for poverty. 

The principal suggestion of the 
subcommittee, headed by former 
Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illi-| 
nois, is that the State, instead of 
the local government, should have 
control of institutions of this char- 
acter. Local control of the penal 
institutions of the country, says the 
report, is almost a complete failure, 
with inadequate administration pro- 
ducing harmful results, whereas cen- 
tralized State control would provide 
the machinery for a definite pro- 
gram of improvements. 


Local Control Discussed. 

The report, signed by Louis N. 
Robinson, admits that difficulties, 
including probable opposition from'| 
local political forces, lie in the way 
of State control. In a foreword 
Governor Lowden discusses the the- 


ory of local control, saying: 

‘After urging that police and court 
work be made more efficient to the 
end that a larger proportion of 
criminals be caught and convicted, | 
one is dismayed to find that nearly | 
nine-tenths of all commitments are 
made to local penal institutions 
which, as a whole, maintain no de- 
cent standard of care. Local self- 
government is something which we 
all prize, but it is sheer folly to as- 
sume that an allocation of govern-| 
mental functions as between county, | 
municipality and State, made cen-| 
turies ago in England, necessarily | 
holds for us now. It seems to as} 
that the whole experience of the!

well, points to the conclusion that | 
the individual States should take!

The title of the report is ‘‘Propa- 
gating Crime Through the Jail and 
Other Institutions for Short-Term 
Offenders,’’ and it is made by the 
subcommittee on pardons, parole, 
probation, penal laws and _ institu- 
tional correction. The members, in 
addition to Governor Lowden and 
Mr. Robinson, are Arnold Bennett 
Hall, Mrs. Jessie D. Hoddern, Clark 
Howell, Sam A. Lewisohn, Sumner 
T. McKnight, George L. Radcliffe 
and Charles S. Whitman. 

In leveling its attack on county and 
local jaii conditions. the report 
quotes from testimony taken at in- 
vestigation into penal conditions in 
California, Alabama, Kansas, Geor-; 
gia, Indiana, Florida, Iowa, North 
Dakota, North and South Carolina 
and Wisconsin. 

Minor Offenders Led to Crime. 

The conclusion is that local jails 
are unhealthy and that prisoners, 
many of them awaiting trial, are 
kept idle in those conditions and are 
thrown into contacts which lead to 
lives of crime. This is the sentence 
quoted about Kansas: ‘‘The petty 
offender because of his jail training 
becomes a felon. It is conceded by 
all who know jail conditions that 
the Kansas jails are crime schools 
and crime breeders.’’ 

The Iowa jail system is called ‘‘the 
most vicious and corrupt agency 
connected with our penal system.’’ 

“‘Although some of these reports 
portray conditions as they were some 
years ago,’’ says the subcommittee 


| report, ‘‘we have been informed by 


many reliable persons, that they 
present a fair picture of at least 85 
per cent of the jails and other local 
institutions of this country as they 
are today. If the test of our civiliza- 
tion and of our religion is the treat- 
ment accorded prisoners in local] in- 
stitutions, then we should hide our 
heads in shame. Science has not yet 
penetrated the jail; its walls have 
kept out all enlightenment, and a re- 
ligion that permits the existence of 
such conditions as are here set forth 
is no religion, but merely a heathen 
worship of empty forms.’ 


Small Communities Ill Equipped. 


In asserting the complete failure of 
local control of jails, the report finds 


|}one important reason in that most 
|; counties and municipalities are too 


small to handle the problem. Be- 
cause of this, the report says, first- 
class officials are not obtained, 
prison buildings and prison equip- 
ment are inadequate, and indiscrimi- 
nate mixing of old and young, both 
sexes, the first offender or the per- 
son awaiting trial with the hardened 
criminal follows as a consequence. 
State control, the report says, would 
give the centralization needed to pro- 
vide a coordinated system of insti- 
tutions for diversified classes of 
prisoners. 

Turning then to the proposal to 
collect fines on the instalment plan 
the report says: 

‘The first point which we wish to 
make is that it is not necessary to 
commit so many to these local insti- 
tutions. Of the 319,908 individuals 
committed in 1923, over half—name- 
ly, 169,231—were committed for non- 
payment of fine. This, we submit, 
is an injustice, being a penalty for} 
poverty. It is essential that each

“Of course, the company is ready 
to act at once,’’ a transit official said 
vesterday. ‘‘They’ve got eve hing 
they want now except the decision.’ 


City’s Counsel Silent. 
Counsel for the city, Transit Com- 
mission and company declined yester- 
day to discuss the possibility that a 
decision would be forthcoming today, 
but each expressed confidence that 
when it was handed down it would 


ibe found to favor their respective 


clients. 

The question now before the court 
is whether to affirm or reverse an 
order of a Federal statutory court, 
issued in May, fixing a seven-cent 
fare and enjoining the city and Tran- 
sit Commission from interfering, by 
suit in the State courts or otherwise, 
with its collection. The case was 
twice argued at Washington, once in 
October and again in January. The 
five-cent fare has been kept in force 
since May by a Supreme Court stay. 

According to counsel who partici-

Such a holding would 
affirm the lower court decision and 
would send the case to the special 
master, John Proctor Clarke, former 
Presiding Justice of the Appellate 
Division. It would establish the 
seven-cent fare as the lawful rate on 
the I. R. T. subway and elevated 
,lines pending a finding by the 
| master as to what in fact was a rea- 
sonable rate. The ultimate rate 


|might then be more than seven 
| cents. 


A decision in favor of the company 
would mean collection of a higher 
fare as soon as the I. R. T. could 
post the bond required to guarantee 
that it would rebate excess payments 
in the event that master’s hearings 
resulted in a fare lower than seven 
cents. The city could save the five- 
cent fare pending the master’s find- 
ing by posting a bond to indemnify 
the I. R. T., but such a step is con- 
sidered of doubtful legality as well 
as unlikely because of practical con- 
siderations. 


Hopes for Early Ruling. 


The Walker Administration is hop- 
ing for an early decision, because of

|sit problem, including subway, ele- 
vated, surface car and omnibus 
transportation. In transit circles it 

is believed that a decision against 
the I. R. T. will open the way to 
negotiations for inclusion of the

'other hand, is seen as likely to force 
the city to serve notice of intention 
to recapture those parts of the In- 
terborough system subject to that 
course under the contract of 1913.

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MUSIC

Malipiero’s Fantasy Revived. 


*‘The Pauses of Silence,’’ the or- 
chestral fantasy of Francesco Mali- 
piero, is a mysterious score. It was 
played yesterday afternoon, after a} 
long pause of silence since its last | 


New York performance of a decade | 
ago, at the concert given by Ber-| 
nardino Molinari as guest conductor | 
of the Philharmonic-Symphony Or-| 
chestra in Carnegie Hall. It remains 
an arresting piece of music. 

Since the time of its first per-| 
formances in America—1918—new| 
harmonic audacities have evolved | 
from the minds of music-makers, 80 | 
that neither the later Malipiero nor | 
his colleagues of the ‘‘neo-Italian”’ | 
group alarm or terrify us by their} 
innovations. And yet this strange | 
and audacious experiment of Mali- 
piero has much the same provocative | 
effect that it had a decade gone by, | 
which is something to say of a piece | 
by a contemporaneous composer. 
The mystery is inherent in the} 
music. It is not a matter of a chance | 
harmony or an unconventional or- 
chestral effect. It is a warp and woof | 
of a piece which is by far the most 
original work that we have heard 
from Malipiero’s pen. 

Since the appearance of ‘The 
Pauses of Silence’ he has developed | 
technically, stylistically. He is a 
more finished workman, but not such 
a fearless one, nor, apparently, a 
man who has retained the convic- 
tions and the disquieting but propul-| 
sive visions of earlier years. 

What does the title signify?) 
“Pauses of Silence: Seven Sym- 
phonic Impressions.’’ What does the 
music ‘‘mean’’? Perhaps it has only 
the meaning of music; perhaps its 
obstinate attractiveness is due to the 
very fact of its self-sufficiency and 
originality in the arrangement of 
sound. And yet, as it has well been 
said, the piece has every appearance 
of ‘“‘program-music,’’ without the} 
explanatory program that some com-| 
posers do and others do not delight | 
in unfolding. 

Henry Prunier has_ elaborated 
some eamly and apparently author- 
ized explanations, and finds in this a 
composition of seven tone-pictures, of 
dramatic or sinister intent—‘‘impres- | 
sions of the beyond, of invisible 

resences.’’ The seven moods are 

ound together by a short theme 
which is repeatedly announced, as 
the procession of Malipiero’s irmag- 
ining files by. Or is it all a superb | 
hoax, a magnificently extravagant | 
grotesque? Anyhow, the music suf-| 
fices to excite and intrigue the listen- 
er and to leave him with a sense of | 
perplexity and also of loss. Where} 
does this mysterious path end? And| 
how could a composer who intro-| 
duced himself to the musical world 
with such a score have turned back | 
from it and diverged into other and 
commoner trails? | 

The theme itself—the motto theme | 
piece—has a strange and | 
haunting character.

Thanks to Mr. Molinari for having | 
provided a moment away from the 
beaten track and the hard and worn 
pavements of the conventional or- 
chestral repertory!

AGNES DE MILLE GIVES 
FINE DANCE PROGRAM 


Assisted by Charles Weidman— 
Three Other Dance Per- 


formances. 


The most stimulating of the four 
events which yesterday held the at- 
tention of dance lovers proved to be 
the appearance of Agnes de Mille, 
who was assisted by Charles Weid- 
man, at the Martin Beck Theatre, in 
one of the best programs of the 
season. It was what Miss de Mille 
‘herself would in all likelihood pro- 


nounce a ‘‘swell show,’’ and a bril-| 


liant and djscriminating audience 
testified unmistakably to its approval 
of the work of both dancers. 

If the favorite pattern of Miss de 
Mille’s dances is beginning to be a 
little familiar, she has grown amaz- 
ingly both in technical facility and 
in stature as an artist since her 
| first concert appearances last season. 
| Perhaps the most finished piece of 
work she has yet done is the ‘‘Civil 
| War’’ number on last night’s pro- 
gram, in which she conveys a gen- 
uine poignancy through the medium | 
of a music hall turn supposedly 
| Staged at Niblo’s Garden in 1863. In 

form and performance it was an ut- 
|terly charming creation.

Marga Waldron’s Concert. 
Marga Waldron gave the first of

The program, made up almost 
exclusively of dances previously pre- 
sented by Miss Waldron in various 
musical comedies, revues and vaude- 
ville, supplemented by piano, violin 
and tenor solos, was distinctly popu- 
lar in character and more in the 
nature of a vaudeville itself than of 
a typical Sunday dance recital.

Miss Waldron is an extremely per- 
sonable young woman, having charm, 
poise, vitality and a thorough sense 
of the theatre. Any musical comedy 
would be the gainer by her presence 
on its roster. She is not, however, 
a concert dancer, certainly not with 
her present répertoire. Most of her 
dances, when judged by concert 
standards, are trite in subject-mat- 
ter and banal in choreography. For 
this latter circumstance the dancer 
herself is not entirely responsible in 
that she is not her own choreog- 
rapher. All her numbers have been 
composed for her by M. Porta- 
Povitch, and from the standpoint of 
the medium for which they were in- 
tended they are perhaps adequate 
and even brilliant in spots. Without 
their proper environment, they leave 
something to be desired. Miss 
Waldron, nevertheless, has a certain 
technical proficiency and an ingra- 
tiating manner, which make what- 
ever she does easy to look at.

SPECULATION ON ACREAGE | 


Fertilizer Tag Sales Indicate Some

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 15.—Most of
